Escape Death in Lost 
Balloon After Thrilling Trip 


Washington, D. C., July 2.—An un- 
wual story of hardships, daring, and 
escape from death during the war was 
brought to light for the first time to- 
day when navai officers made public 
ap account of the adventures of the 
icrew of the navy dirigible B-12. That 
craft was giver up for lost by the de- 
partment in July. 1918, »fter drifting 
around at sea more than two 
days, during which the crew had prac- 
ticaly nothing to eat and ran short of 
drinking water. The dirigible finally 
was forced to descend on the surface 
of the sea and the crew was rescued by 
the Swedish shir Skagern. 

The B-12, with Ensign W. B. Grit’ 
az commanding officer, and pilot, En- 
sign W. C. Briscoe as assistant pilot 
‘and machinist’s mate; E. A. Upton as 
mechanic. was ordered to-leave Chat- 
ham, Mass., early July 19 on a patrol- 
ing expedition. 

Hunted German Submarines. 

German submarines were then oper- 
ating off the Atlantic coast and the 
dirigible was well loaded with bombs 
when it left the air station. , Scantr 
food supplies were carried as Ensign 
Griffin expected to return to Chatham 
that night. The radio eqnipment had 
only been partially installed and could 
not be used to send or receive mes- 


The B-12 patrolled to the north along 
the coast and sighted a transport about 
3:30 p. m. Ensign Griffin headed to- 
ward the vessel, intending to escort it 
toward port, when the heel brace on 
the rudder was carried away, making 
i. impossible to steer the craft. 

High winds were prevailing at the 
time anc the B-12 was forced to cruise 
around in a great circle while the crew 
attempted to attract the attention of 
several ships and two seaplanes then 
in sight. No attention was paid to 
repeated signals, and finally Ensign 
Griffin ordered the motors cut off in 
order to save the gasoline for ballast. 

The B-12 was at that time about 200 
feet in the air and was virtually a 
free balleon. Darkness wes coming on 
and the big gas bag was dr‘fting north- 
ward at a speed of about twenty-five 
miles an hour with an increasing wind 
behind it. A sea anchor was rigged 
up and an effort made to retard the 
dirigible’s progress by dracging it in 


in five years. 


the sea. After a few moments, how- | 
ever, the towing cable parted and the 
northward progress was resumed at an 
increased speed. 

About 8:30 o’clock that night a ship 
was sighted and nine rockets were fired 
from a “ Very pis.ol.” The vessel ap- 
parently raw the signa's and directed 
its course toward the B-12, only to 
turn away in a few moments and leave 
the helplesg gas bag to the mercy of 
the wind. 


Part of Ballast Is Lost. 

About that the pipe line leading 
to the emergetcy oil tank broke and 
before the leak was discovered all of 
the oll was lost, causing a considerable 
decresse of ballast. The B-12 began 
to rise and ascended steadily until an 
altitude of 3,000 feet was reached. 

All night the dirigible continued its 
wild dash northward, the crew mean- 
time consuming the small amount of 
food aboard. Ensign Griffin had no 
idea of his: location. 

Early on the morning of the second 
day the gas bag buckled and the hori- 
zontal fins dropped to a vertical posi- 
tion. Throughout that day the big bag 
alternately @ropped until perilously 
near the sea and ascended to altitudes 
of more than 2,500 feet. 


Try to Regulate Wild Course. 

Every available article was thrown 
overboard during these variations in 
altitude to keep the ship from plunging 
into the ocean. Not a vessel was sight- 
ed -during the day or that night. The 
crew, meantime, began to suffer from 
hunger. 

On the morning of the third day 
of the involuntary cruise the sun shone 
brightly and.as the gas in the bag ex- 
panded rapidly the B-12 started to rise. 
Ensign Grfffin, after a conference with 
the other members of the crew, decid- 
ed to bring the B-12 down to the sur- 
face of the ocean and take a chance 
of being picked up. Accordingly gaso- 
line, water, sand, bombs, bomb. launch- 
ing gear, batteries, and the radio out- 
fit parts were dumped overboard to 
lighten the load on their car and . 
crease its bouyancy on the water and/ 
the B-12 brought safely to the surface 
of the sea. 

Shortly after descending a ship was 
sighted and it directed its course tv- 
ward the dirigible.

Col. Reilly described Mexican condi- 
tions as he found them; told of the ig- 
norance of the peons and the injustice 
undér which they lived and why there 
was contempt for Americans there. He 
was. asked about propaganda in Mex- 
ico, and replied: 

“The Japanese, Germans, and Brit- 
ish in Mexico are all up against us,” 
Col. Reilly said. “They always do 
everything that they can to make the 
native believe that we are some terror 
which is going to come down from the 
north and swallow everything up.” 

Q.--W hat, if anything, did you learn 
regarding Japanese propaganda? A.—lI 
had known as far back as 1910, in the 


- | Philippines, that there were Japanese 
| working in Mexico. 


Q.—From what you were able to 
learn and reported to Tus TRIBUNE, 
just what form did the Japanese prop- 
aganda take?” A.—The same form that 
it took in the orient, 

A War of Races? 


Q—What. is that? A—That the 
white races are essentially against the 
brown, black, and yellow races in every 
sense, and that the yellow, black, and 
brown races cannot expect anything 
badere them, and they must stand to- 
gether, go that they can force the 
whites to recognize them to be their 
equals, 

‘Q—I will ask you, colonel, 
what conversation, if any, you had 
with the editors, or editorial writers, 
concerning intervention at that time, 
and particularly what influence it 
would have, if any, upon couditions in 
the European situation ther existing. 
A-I had frequent convé.ations with 
Col. McCormick, oceasional conversa- 
tions with Mr. Patterson, frequent con- 
versations with Mr. Blake, the editorial 
writer, and less frequent with Mr. Ray- 
mond. My attitude was simply that the 
United States stood in the midst of a 
good many real and potential enemies; 
that there was no need—in fact, it 
would be foolish—for us to delude our- 
selves about our having any real 
friends; that every nation worked for 
its own self-interest; that we had ideas 
about democracy and fair play that did 
not appeal to a great many other peo- 


the thought in our mind when 
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for us to do, if we were going to be 
safe, if we were going to be able to 
follow &@ square policy, and not have to 
knuckle down to every one when we 
put our foot down, would be to be prop- 
erly armed. 

Mexico the Crux. 

Q.—With reference particularly to 
Mexico and the European condition as 
connected with it. A.—I am leading up 
to that, because Mexico is the crux of 
the matter. Mexico was the constant 
source of trouble on our second: larg- 
est land frontier. In considering Mex- 
ico it was a question not only of what 
Mexico could do, but it was a question 
of what our enemies in our direction 
could do in Mexico, how they could use 
Mexico as a base to operate against 
us. That the real trouble could only 
be overcome in One way, and that was 
to go to the heart of it and remove the 
cause. You cannot patrol a border 
as long as that and keep people out. 

Not a Hard Job. , 

Q-—Did you discuss with them the 
question of what munitions of war 
were at that time being sent to France 
and England and what the effect of our 
going into war with Mexico would 
have upon those shipments? A.—I did. 
I pointed out that in Mexico the fights 
were never really vicious; that the 
arms used were small arms only; that 
a very small amount of artillery could 
be etationed across the terrain; that a 
very small amount of artillery fire was 
sufficient; that the question of overcom- 
ing resistance in Mexico would be pri- 
marily a question of a mobile force 
which could beat the Mexican troops, 
and then a sufficient force afterwards 
to garrison different parts of the coun- 
try to prevent disorder while we 
formed a native constabulary or native 
force, as we had done in the Philip- 
pines. 

Q.—What did you say to them with 
reference to the amount of arms or 
munitions of war that were being sent 
to England and France at that time, 
as compared with what would be nec- 
essary in Mexico? A-—I brought out 
the fact that the chief thing that we 
needed to send abroad was artillery 
and artillery ammunition; that the 
British had. been driven back in the 
north because that had not been un- 
derstood; that both Frafice and the 
British were making every effort to 
increase the proportion of artillery, 
and that what they needed from Amer- 
ica was artillery, the very heavy cal- 
iber and the very large caliber; that 
while we would need machine guns, a 
certain number of machine guns, and
